AN OPEN ATTACK. 


THE SENSATION IN THE BRITISH HOUSE OF 
LORDS. 


}Salisbury’s Attack on Lord Wolseley—The 
Latterto Reply and Probably Resign— 
Bradlaugh Catches the Tories Napping 
The American Copyright Bin- condition 
of the German Emperor-John Dillon 
Convicted on a Second Charge. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, May 12.—The singularly open and 
uncompromising attack by the Prime Min- 
ister on Wolseley yesterday in the House ot 
Lords was wholly unexpected and created 
quite a sensation. For some time past the 
military class, in spite of the steady increase 
of grants of money by Parliament for the 
army, have been resorting to familiar tactics 
to try to create a panic about the defenseless 
state of the country in order to force 
the Government to make fresh demands on the 
tax-payers. Sensational hand bills have been 
put into distribution in the streets, meetings 
have been held and 
articles and letters 
written forthe maga- 
zines and newspapers 
to the same effect. 
Although England has 
more generals on the 
retired list than Ger- 
many, with an enor- 
„ mously larger army, 
not a word is said of

Lord Wolseley. The editor of the Tel- 


egraph, always in search of a new sengation, 
took up the question, and hence the fuss in 
the House of Lords. It is understood that 
Wolseley will reply to Salisbury in the House 
of Lords on Monday, and is afterwards likely 
to tender his resignation of the post of Adju- 
tant-General. 


ANOTHER LIVELY SCENE. 

In the House of Commons a scarcely less 
lively scene took piace yestercay. Bradlaugh 
introduced a motion intended to prevent the 
members elected at the bye election being 
precluded from taking their seats immediately 
like the members of anew Parliament in 1884, 
Bradlaugh presenting himself at the bar, was 
not invited by the Speaker to advance to the 
table. The Government did not at first think 
Bradlaugh's motion important, and left the 
Attorney-General to lead the House. In the 
absence of the Cabinet Ministers, the 
Attorney-General undertook, on behalf of the 
Government, to supportthe resolution as it 
stood. The question on which the House was 
divided was whether or not to go into 
Committee on Supply, and this was negatived 
in order that Bradlaugh’s motion might be 
brought forward and carried. The action of 
Churehill,, however, changed the aspect of 
affairs. The Government were afraid to meet 
his criticisms respecting their change of front 
on this question. There was considerable ex- 
citement among the members when they hur- 
ried from the lobbies to vote the second time. 
Whispered consultations took place and then 
Smith got up and repudiated the action of bis 
colleague, the Attorney-General, and opposed 
the motion. Thereupon the Tory majority, 
obedient to their cue, negatived what, prac- 
tically, amoment before they had approved. 
The incident was not creditable to the Tory 
managers.

SHOT HIS MISTRESS. 


John Joues, a Colored Murderer, Wanted in 
St. Louis and Elsewhere. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 12.—John Jones, a 
colored criminal with many aliases, shot Mary 
Wise, his mistress, at II o’ clock last night, to 
eoncealthe secret of a half-dozen crimes. 
Jones is wanted for the murder of Reuben 
Howard at St. Louis during last June, and at 
Westport and Wyandotte for stabbirg men. 
During the day yesterday he was arrested for 
a misdemeanor, but cleverly managed to 
escape the law. Last night about Il o’clock 
he burst into the woman’s room and asked 


her to go up- stairs with him. 
She refused and he shot her 
full in the breast with a 22- 
caliber revolver, inflicting a wound which is 
said to be fatal. Subsequent discoveries 


showed that it was Jones’ intention to take 
the woman up-stairs and cut her throat. All 
the preparations bad been made. The win- 
dow sash had been entirely taken out, giving 
Jones a fair exit for escape. A little kerosene 
lamp burned faintly on the washstand and its 
rays fell on the sharp blade of an open clagsp- 
dirk. Perhaps the affair would have been as 
mysterious as the Conway murder had the 
woman complied wih Jones’ request and 
quietly gone up-stairs with him. Asit was, 
their dispute aronsed the household and four 
persons saw tbe commission of the crime. 
After the shooting Jones threw open the 
front door, disappeared into the darkness and 
succeeded in covering up his tracks. The 
woman says Jones had threatened her with 
death several times because he feared she 
would inform the authorities of his crimes. 
Jones stabbed and murdered Beub Howard at 
713 Morgan street, St. Louis. s 


FIGHTING CHRISTIANS, 


A Church Congregation Tear Up a Street 
Railroad Track. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., May 12.—The mem- 
bers of the congregation of the Holland Re- 
formed Church have objected strenuously to a 
street-car line laying tracks past their prop- 
erty and some weeks ago secured an in- 
junction. This was dissolvedafew days ago 
and the street-car company puta large gang 
of men at work and laid the track 


in one night. Thursday night the 
Hollanders heid an indignation meeting 
and at its close went out ina body, put the 
railroad employes, who were defending the 
property, to flight by avolley of stones and 
clubs and tore up the track. The police were 
summoned and the mob greeted them with 
stones and then dispersed. Several were hurt 
but none seriously. Yesterday the company 
relaidthe tracks, completing the work late 
last night under police protection. When the 
last spike was drivenadummy engine was 
started outto comfirm possession, and this 
was the signal for another sortie. The 
church bell again summoned the indignant 
church members and population, and when 
the dummy appeared it was greeted witha 
heavy shower of rocks and clubs. Theoflicers 
madea flank movement and captured one 
man and secured the names of several others. 
The prisoner is a deacon of the church and is 
now in jail. The railroad company has the 
court decision at its back and is preparing to 
resort to stern measures if necessary.

T. Coleman, the head of the 
commission firm that made an assignment a 
few days since, is the principal creditor. Cole-

The lhabilities are estimated by outside parties 
to be $200,000. Coleman & Co. have indorsed 
much of the conning company’s paper floated 
in the East. It is thought the assignes will 
carry on the business untilths affairs of the 
company can be straightened out.

THE REPUBLICANS DEMAND MORE TIM 
FOR THE TARIFF DEBATE. 


A Joint Caucus of Demecrats and Eepublic- 
ans Results in an Fxtenusion of Time to 
Next Saturday — Congressman Glover’s 
Dinner Party to the Countess De La Vaulx 
—To-Day’s Oflers of Bonds—Proceedings 
in Congress. |

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 12.—A Democratic 
member of the Ways and Means Committee 
said yesterday that according to present ar- 
rangements, the tariff debate will close next 
Wednesday. Speaker COarlisie,’’ he said, 
‘will make the closing speech in committee 
of the whole, and Mr. Mills will be allowed an 
hour in which to sum up after the bill has been 
reported back to the House and the previous 
question ordered. Either Mr. Reed or Maj. 
McKinley will make the last speech on the 
other side. If McKinley closes, Reed will 
probably open the debate on Tuesday morn- 
ing, to be followed by Breckenridge of Ken- 
tucky. The last two days’ speeches will be 
worth listening to. The Republicans are ask- 
ing to have the time for general debate 
extended, but I do not think the Ways 
and Means Committee will consent to such a 
thing unless itis the result of a compromise. 
Before the bill was brought into the House we 
were daily asked why we were delaying the 
consideration of the bill. Plenty of time has 
been allowed for general debate, and if the 
Republicans have not hadtheir speeches ready 
in time it has not been our fault. We certainly 
will not be aparty to any procrastination. 
However, it has been represented to us thas 
there are several Republicans anxious to taik, 
and under the circumstances we would not 
object to extending the limit for closing the

Isaac S8. Taylor, the successful competing ar- 
chitectand superintendent of the structure, 
which will cost nearly a million dollars, pre- 
paredthe drawing from which the accompa- 
nying cut was made. When completed it will 
be the largest buildingin St. Louis, the area 
of its seven floors being equivalent to seven 
and one-third acres. From the pavement to 
the top cornice-line the total height will be 130 


feet. On Washington avenue the frontage will 
be 271 feet, the same on St. Charles 
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street, and 150 feet front on 
Tenth and Eleventh streets. The three out- 
lined divisions of the seven story and base- 
ment structure are arranged for two stores 
each, which may be used separately, or can 
be thrown into one apartment extending 
under the entire roof, to answer the require- 
ments of one or more business firms. This 
building is being constructed with a view of 


the greatest solidity on what is known 
as the combination slow combustion 
and fire-proot theory, but the boiler 


and. machinery department and the whole 
roof of the building are to be made absolutely 
fire-proof. An idea of the vastness of the im- 
provement may be conceived from the fact 
that it requires 2,000,000 pounds of wrought 
and the same amount of cast iron, 4,000,000 
pounds in all, which have been contracted for 
at an expense of $270,000.

THE METHODIST HOME’S ANSWER IN A 
HABEAS CORPUS CASE. 


| Reason Set Forth for Retaining Control of 


a Young Girl—A Shocking Domestic Ex- 
perience Related in a Petition for Di- 
vorce—The Suit of a Wife for Mainten- 
ance—Trials Before the Circuit Judges 
To-Day—Legal News and Notes. 


An answer was filed to-day in Judge Val- 
liant’s court by M. A. Sleith, matron of the 
Methodist Orpbans’ Home, Laclede avenue, 
in the habeas corpus case invoiving the care 
and control of Annie McInerny, a little girl of 
l4 years. The matron states that she has no 
information sufficient to form a belief whether 
the petitioner in the case, Mary McInerny, is 
the mother of the child. The Methodist Home 
was established for the care of young and 
destitute children, and in December, 1881, 
some one representing herself to be the 
mother of Annie Melnerny applied at the 
Home for the child to be admitted. It was 
represented at the time that the father 
was dead and thatthe motner was destitute. 


The child was received, and has ever since re- 


mained at the institution and obtained the 
benefits of good physical, educational and re- 
ligious training. She has been cared for en- 


tirely by the managers of the home, and ts 
well pleased with her present surroundings, 
and has no desire to leave. | 

It is alleged that the parents lived unhappily 
together and that the motheris not fitted for 
the contro! of the little girl, who is sur- 
rounded by the best and most wholesome in- 
fluences at the Home, and it would not be 
for her best interests to remove her. 
The parents reside at Argentine, Kan., and 
the mother came nere expressly to secure pos- 
session ofthe child. She is represented by E. 
T. Farish, and R. M. Nichols appears for the 
Home. 


Mrs. Colter’s Domestic Troubles. 


A petition for divorce has been entered in 
the Circuit Court by Nancy A. Colter against 
Robert Colter. The parties were married 
March 13, 1883, and they separated a few days 


since. Mrs. Colter alleges that she cannot 
endure the treatment to which she has been 
subjected by her husband any longer. Ste 
states that he has endangered her life on many 
occasions, that he subjected her to repeated 
indignities and neglected her in every way. 
Mrs. Colter complains that ber husband’s 
intemperate habits rendered her condition in- 
tolerable, that he spent his money in drink 
and made no provision for his family.

THE FARMER AND THE TARIFF. 

The farmer is told that the tariff pro- 
tects him by bringing foreign laborers 
over here to work in our protected mines 
and factories, thus increasing the home 
consumption of farm produce and creat- 
ing a better home market forit. Butin 
spite of the vast increase of our popula- 
tion by immigration in the last ten years, 
thefarmer is painfully conscious of the fact 
that he is getting less for his beef, less for 
his pork and less for his grain than he got 
ten yearsago. While his unmarketable 
surplus is increasing every year, the 
tariff forces him to pay out of his reduced 
income more for his transportation and 
more for all the necessaries he has to buy. 
It forces him to buy in a monopoly mar- 
ket and sell in a free-trade market 
in competition with the pauper labor 
produce of India and Russia. It forces 
him to furnish the great bulk of our ex- 
ports, to bear the whole burden of our 
foreign trade, to pay the cost of its trans- 
portation both ways to foreign ship-own- 
ers. It aims to increase that cost by 
shutting out importations so that our 
exports will have to pay the costof the 
ship voyage both ways. 

In addition to all this, whenever foreign 
Governments begin to retaliate by placing 
protective duties on what we sell to them 
itis the farmer’s produce that suffers 
again, because there is nothing else on 
which they can retaliate. Enormous 
import duties are paid on all the flour, 
meat and live stock we send tothe West 
Indies. France and Germany levy im- 
port duties to protect their farmers from 
ruinous competition with American bread- 
stuffs, pork and bacon, and now our 
Consul at Stockholm writes that the 
Swedish Parliament has decided to im- 
pose a duty of 5.4 cents per kilogram on 
pork and 6.75 cents on bacon. 

Thus does the farmer have to bear the 
brunt of our trade obstruction policy, 
both as to its direct and indirect. effects. 
Free-trade England, the bete noir of our 
protectionist orators, is the only foreign 
Goverument that gives him a show. She 
buys our cotton, grain and meat, carries 
our produce and finds her profitin a vast 
foreign trade of which our tariff and nav- 
igation laws have given her almosta mo- 
nopoly. Our war tariff period has been 
the period of England’s greatest trade 
expansion and greatest increase in wealth. 

Facts like these are so apparent that the 
farmers of the Northwest will no longer 
blindly follow the lead of the millionaire 
monopolists and trust barons ofthe Eastin 
their support of the war tariff. The demand 
forrevision can no longer be howled down 
by the cry that any reduction of duties 
which average 47 per cent means ‘‘free 
trade“ and the prostration of all our in- 
dustries. The party that goes into the 
next election on any such platform fore- 
dooms itself to overwhelming defeat in 
spite of all the corruption funds the rob- 


ber trusts can pour into the contest.

LAY THE DUST. 


CITIZENS COMPLAIN THAT THE STREET 
SPRINKLING IS NOT SATISFACTORY. 


Street Commissioner Turner Says That Com- 
plaints Have Not Been Numerous and 
That According to His Information the 
Work Is Well Done—The Conditions ef 
the Contracts—Every Citizen His Own 
Inspector. 


Street sprinkling has been fairly inaugurated 
under the new special tax ordinance. At the 
outset a large number of citizens were dis- 
pleased withthe plan. These were the own- 
ers and occupants of houses located on unim- 
proved streets and on streets where 
there was no supply of water. 
All streets might have been included in the 
list, but if this had been done the tax on inac- 
cessibie streets would be so high that it would 
not offer any advantages over the old system 
of private contracts and would have been an 
imposition on sparsely settled localities. 


Since the sprinkling has been in opera- 
tion numereus complaints have been 
made against the manner in 
which the work has been done. 
The PoOsT-DISPATCr has been made the re- 

The 


cipient of most of these expressions. 
dissatisfied citizens will be surprised to learn 
that the Street Department is of the opinion 
that the work has sofar been satisfactorily 


done. This morning Street Commissioner 
Turner was asked if he had re- 
ceived reports from the Street Inspector 


as to the way in which the work has been done 
up to date. He said: ‘‘I have received state- 
ments. When we receive a complaint con- 
cerning the work, we notify the contractor 
for the district in which the street is lo- 
cated.’’ 

Have you received many 
plaints?’’ 

No, sir, we bave not. 

Po you consider the sprink‘ing generally 
satisfactory?’ ’ 

„do. Down town, where they had been 
sprinkling sixteen times, there may De some 
dissatisfaction.’’ 

Do you think that three sprinklings a day 
will be sufficient for the summer months?“ 

It was last year. We will know better next 
year what the requirements of the city are. 

If the sprinklings prove insufficient have 
you the power to increase the number?“ 

No sir, it cannot be increased.’’ 

PRESIDENT FLAD 
of the Board of Public Improvements 
was also asked concerning his opinion 
about the satisfactoriness of the 


street sprinkling since the beginning of 
the present season. ‘‘Providence has been 
doing the work very satisfactorily recently. 
said he. We could very well dispense with 
the other arrangements if Ve could bind Prov- 


such com- 


idence in a contract tor the sprinkling 
season. Since the sprinkling contract- 
ors have undertaken the work I 
have received some few complaints 


not over a half a dozen, which I sent to the 
Street Commissioner for his action. When 
the board was deciding upon the specifica- 
tions of the contract I Was in favor of insert- 
ing the condition that the dust should be laid 
instead of specifying thatthe streets should be 
sprinkled twice or three times a day. My argu- 
mentin favor of this was that the requirements 
of different parts of the city were different. 
One street has a great deal of traffic, and may 
require twice as many sprinklings per day as 
another street which is not much used. I also 
opposed the use of the fire-plugs by the 
sprinklers. But thefboard was of the opinion 
that it would be better to specify the number 
of times each street should be sprinkled.’’ 

„Do youthink that three sprinklings per 
day will be enough forthe streets during the 
hot weather?’’ 

„Well sufficient unto the day is the evil 
thereof. We must wait and see. I did not 
think three sprinklingsa day would be enough 
for some ofthe streets. We will know better 
next year how to word the specifications.’’ 

It will be seen thatthesituation is this. The 
number of times for sprinkling streets has been 
fixed, the contracts let on this specification 
and the bills made out to pay the expense of 
the same, These conditions cannot be changed 
while the contracts withthe sprinklers are in 
force this season. If a mistake has béen 
made, as some citizens claim, the public will 
have to bear its consequences during 
the present year. The Street Commis- 
sioner is of the opinion tbat the 
specifications are ample for laying the 
dust ifthe contracts are executed according 
totheterms. In order that this shall be done 
every citizen should 

CONSTITUTE HIMSELF AN INSPECTOR 
and report the results to the Street Commise- 
sioner. 


‘ The conditions of the contracts are as fol- 
Ows: 
All streets. public places. and parts thereof, shal! 


be sprinkled twice each day, during the months of 
March, April, May, October and November: and 
three times each day during the monthsof June, 
July, August and September, except when falling 
weather makes sprinkling unnecessary: Provided, 
that only one sprinkling, during the season, shall be 
required on Sundays. 

Then a street is sprinkled twice a day, the first 
sprinkling shall not be earlier than 6:30 o'clock a. m. 
nor later than 10:30 O clock a. m. during March, the 
first pers of Apriland November, and not later than 
8 o'clock a.m. during the latter part of April, May 
and October. The second eprinkling shall be between 
the hours of 2 o’clock p. m. and 6 clock p. m. 

When a street is sprinkled three times a day, the 
first sprinkling shall not be later than 8 o'clock a. m.; 
the second sprinkling shall be between 10 o'clock 
a. m. and ]o’clock p. m., and the third sprinkling 
between 2 o’ciock p m. and 6 o'clock p. m. 

The Sunday sprinkling shall be between the hours 
of 10 o'clock a. m. and 2 o'clock p. m. 

An interval of at least four hours shall intervene 
between any two sprinklings on the same street. 

As the quantity of water required to be delivered on 
the street at each sprinkiing will be governed by the 
temperature of the atmosphere andthe condition of 
the streets, the amount delivered at a passage of a 
Ar wagon shall be determined from time to 
time by the Street Commissioner or his authorized 
agent. 

All sprinkling shall be done with two-horse wag- 
ons, which carry atank holding not less than 6 
gallons, and shall have attached a sprinkler which 
Shall throw aspray at least r feet in width, at 
one passage of the wagon. The wagon must be pro- 
vided with springs and must have tires not less than 
2½ inches in width. The sprinkler must be so ar- 
ranged thatthe discharge of water can be readily 
stopped by the driver on either half of the sprixkier. 


The contract further specifies that: 
As the sole object of sprinkling consists in pre- 


venting dust, and as itis assumed that the number of 
eprinkiings enumerated herein, and quantity of water 
to be used, as herein epecified, will accomplish this 


object, if the streets of the district shall be found 
generally in a dusty condition, «deduction of one- 
thirtieth part ef the monthly amount due under this 
contract shall be made for every day on which 
the contractor has failed to lay the dust: 
or if any street shall be found in a dusty 
condition, a proportional deduction shall be made, 
unless the contractor has given all the streets in the 
district the max mum number of sprinklings, and has 
used the quantity of water specified. The fact 
whether the contractor has given the streets the 
maximum number of sprinklings and used the quan- 
tity of water required, shall be determined on the 
evidence of the superintendent of street sprinkling, 
or either of his assistants; or on the evidence of a 
police officer. 


With this information every prope holder 
will be able tosee that the work is doneac- 
cording to contract, or that the penalty for 
failure as provided is imposed by the Street 
Commissioner.

The price 
paid was $4,759. In September, 1884, 
sold his entire purchase to the city of New 
Orleans for $45,000, payable in thirty years. 
In June of that year, however, the will of 1813 
was found and Myra Clark, then Mrs. William 
Wallace Whitney, filed her petition in Pro- 
bate Court to prove it. Notice of this contest 
was served upon the city before its purchase 
from Evariste Blanc. In 167 the city of New 
Orleans subdivided the Blanc tract and sold it 
in small lots, the total sum realized being 
$609 400. In the meantime 

MRS. WHITNEY, AFTERWARD MRS. GAINES, 
was occupied in pressing her contest of the 
first will of herfather. Time after time she 
was thrown out of court, usually upon a re- 
jection of the evideuce offered to prove her 
mother’s marriage. For nearly twenty years 
she fought this phase of the case, battling for 
ber mother’s honor. At last, in 1855, the Su- 
preme Court of Louisiana issued a decree 
acknowledging Mrs. Gaines as the rightful 
heir of Daniel Clark. The lost will 
was admitted to probate in February 
1856, and under it Mrs. Gaines began suit for 
the recovery of the Evariste Blanc estate. No 
less than 134 suits were brought. Then the 
war broke out, and for several years no prog 
ress was nade. Finally, in 1878, after a strug- 
gle of more than forty years andthe expendi- 
ture of the fortunes of both her two husbands, 
Mrs. Gaines secured the right to the property 
left by her father. Butit was a barren right. 
The property was dilapiduted and in the pos- 
session of poor, insolvent tenants, most of 
them poverty-stricken working people. 

But the rich city of New Orleans was behind 
them. That corporation had sold the Blanc 
estate after notice had been served upon it 
and was in a measure responsible. Mrs. 
Gaines began suit against the city and finally 
triumphed in the United States Circuit Court 
of Louisiana, the judgments amounting to 
nearly $2,000,000. The city, however, took an 
appeal to the Supreme Court of the United 
states, before whom the case was argued last 
October. Mrs. Gaines, worn out, impover- 
ished, but never despondent, died in 1885, on 
the anniversary of the founding of the city of 
| New Orleans, a coincidence to which no little 
| weight is attached among the old residents. 
Her heirs, however, are still found defending 
ner yerdict against the city, and the Supreme 
Court of the United States will finally de- 
terminethe case on Monday, setting at rest 
all litigation of over half a century. 


BERGER IN THE EAST. 


The Former St. Louis Swindler Victimizes 
New York Book Publishers. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsSPaTCH. 

NEW YORK, May 12.—Book publishers in this 
city, Boston, Philadelphia and St. Louis have 
been victimized for nearly a year by an edu- 
cated man, who, by means of forged orders, 
has secured over $2,000 worth of fresh publi- 
cations. His thorough knowledge of litera- 
ture inspired confidence and shrewd business 
men were the more easily victimized. He 


would enter the store of Ivison, Blakeman & 
Taylor or A. S. Barnes & Co., examine books, 
upon the merits of which he would converse 
learnedly, and secure a billof lading and 
an envelope of the firm’ with a prom- 
ise to fill out an order at once and 
mailitforshipment. Upon these blanks he 
filled out an order on another firm for several 
hundred doilars’ worth of books, to be deliv- 
ered to bearer, forged the firm’s name or that 
of its manager, secured the books and sold 
them. 

Cassell & Co. laid the matter before In- 
spector Byrnes. They described the man as 
about 28 years of age, tall, and wearing 
gold spectacies and presenting the ap- 
pearance of 4 student. Detective 
Sergts. McClosky and Mulbolland traced 
him to Philadeiphia, but when 
they reached that city the fellow had com- 
pleted his swindle, pocketed the proceeds and 
departed, On Thursdey night the detectives 
captured him in this eity and took him before 
Inspector Byrnes. Here he broke down and 
made a full contession of his crimes. His 
name {is Frank Burkhardt, and came from Ger- 
many nearly three years ago. He had grad 
uated from college and served a term of one 
year inthe German army, when his parents 
supplied him with money to travel a year in 
America. He lived evtravagantiy and he took 
to swindling. He is well educated, polished 
in manners, and speaks oy five different 
languages: In St. Louis he was arrested and 
served a short term of imprisonment two 
years ago under the name of Berger. His 
victims in this city were A. 8. Barnes & Co.; 
Baker, Voorhees & Co.; Thomas Nelson & Son; 
New York Book Depository; J. Boughton; B. 
Schiller; Cassell & Co.; Ivison, Blakeman & 
Taylor and J.B. Beers & Co. He was re- 
manded in the Essex Market Court yesterday.

ZEPH DAVIS HANGED, 


The Brutal Murder of Maggie Gaughan 
Legally Avenged. 


CHICAGO, III., May 12.—The horrible and un- 
justifiable. murder of little Maggie Gaughan 
has been avenged by the hanging of the 
colored murderer, Zeph Davis. The execu- 
tion took place in the northeast corner of the 
County Jail, atll:l7 a. m., and on the same

Davis 
was the first colored person to suffer 
capital punishment in Cook County. 
Davis was restless during the early part of the 
night, but shortly after 1 o’clock he dropped 
into a heavy slumber and did not awake until 
8 o’clock this morning. A minister admin- 
istered spiritual consolation, and at 9 o'clock 
he breakfastea quite heartily. As the fatal 
hour — Davis was quite calm, and 
apparently his good night’s rest and the re- 
tigious consolation afforded him stilled his 
nervousness and gave him courage to meet 
his death without Fechiag. 
DAVIS’ CRIME. 

Thecrimefor which Zeph Davis was exe- 
cuted was committed about 7 o’clook on the 
morning of February 27, in Green Bros.’ fac- 
tory, his victim — Maggie Gaughan, a 
pretty little girl about 16 years old. Zeph was 
employed at the factory, where Maggie also 
worked, as foreman. He was busy as usual 
about the piace until 40’clock, when he was 


Just as he 
left the mangled body of Maggie 
Gaughan was found in a closet in 


the rear of the building, concealed by a pile 
ofrags. The re was mutilated in a horri- 
ble manner, and by ite side was found a 
hatchet covered with blood.

THE CITY’S POLICE. . 


Some Reasons Why the Force Should Be Ma- 
terially Strengthened. 


Some of the reasons for the increase of the 
police force by the addition of 100 men, five 
detectives and ten sergeants, as provided in a 
bill now before the Municipal Assem- 
bly, are given by an official 
of the Police Department. He says: 
„The force is at present limited to peg ed

We see that St. Louis, with a population 
siderably greater than the city of Baltimore, 
and with an area of 622 square miles to 14 in 


Baltimore, has only 452 patrolmen, 
while Baltimore has 6575; the city 
of Boston, with only 37 square 


miles of territory and a smaller population 
than St. Louis, 1 * 672 patrolmen; Chicago, 
with only thirty-seven square miles of terri- 
tory, has 1,026 patrolmen; New York, with 
only forty-one and a half square miles of ter- 
ritory, has 2,861 patrolmen. We fina also that 
in St. Louis the average beat of a patrolman ia 
1352 square miles, or nearly a mile amd a half, 
and this upon the assumption that the 
whole force is on duty at one time, Which 
is not the case. There are many other 
interesting facts to be found in these 
statistics, which are published elsewhere. 
Kecent reports of the Board of Police 
Commissioners show other facts which are 
even more startling. One of them is that 
sinee the year 1875 there has been no addition 
to the police force of this city, with the ex- 
ception of thirty-nine men added in the year 
1884, although during that period the city has 
much more than doubled its area and nearly 
doubled its population. There is one beat in 
the Fourth District comprising 194 blocks 
all of which must be covered by one man, and 
there are many otbers nearly as large. It will 
be readily seen that with 452 patrolmen and 
an average sick listof seventeen men and 
twenty-five men employed for office duties 
and special work, there remain dio men only 
for patrol duty. These are divided iato two 
plateons of men each, so that the city, 
withs -twoand one-half square miles, 
guarded by only 206 men. The great majority 
of these are massed in the most thickly set- 
tied parts of the city. and hence the 
residence and outlying portions of the city 
are practically ungarded; and, although these 
men do twelve hours ot duty daily, in man 
instances it is an impossibility for a patrol- 
man to see all the parts of his beat in any one 
day. Under the present system the force is 
divided into two platoons, one of which goes 
on 1 at II p. m. and serves until ll a. m 
the following dav, with an allowance ot one 
hour for breakfast; the second platoon comes 
on at II a. m. and serves until ll p. m. with an 
hour each for dinner and supper; during the 
hours allowed for meals, there is of course on! 
about One-half or one-third of even the 
men on duty, so that there are times during 
every day when there are not to exc 
seventy-five policemen walking beats in the 
entire city of 8t. Louis. In case of a strike or 
large fire, allthe men adjoining the scene of 
action are called from their beats and massed 
atthat point. The patrolmen on adjoining 
beats are then compelled te cover from two to 
three regular beats when, as has been al- 
ready indicated, one beat is about 
— enongh to require the services of four 
or five men. The department is unable to kee 
on hand any reserve for emergencies, an 
hence in times of large assemblies in the city, 
such as is the case during the racing season 
and convention times, it has always been 
found necessary to swear in about one hun- 
dred specials for duty. Besides being a 
regular and beavy expense, these men are 
necessarily of little value on account of their 
lack of experience, and hence the system 
is at best a mere makeshift. With the 
addition of 100 men to the present 
force the patrolmen could be divided into 
three platoons to do duty for eight hours con. 
tinuously, as is done in nearly all other large 
cities, and the city would by this means be at 
all times under much better protection than 
at present, while the onerous duties and im- 
mense territories to be covered by the patrol- 
men under the present system would be ma- 
terially reduced. The employment of 
additional men during conventions 
and large strikes has cost the city in 
the past many thousands of dollars which 
would have been far better expended in the 
employment of a regular force. The large in- 
crease in the city’s revenue, which will result 
from the taxation in the new limits, the pre- 
mium on the sale of bonds and the reduction 
of fixed interest charges, together with the 
removal of the cost of sprinkling from the 
general revenue, effers an excellent oppor- 
tunity to apply some of this revenue to this 
most pressing want.’’

Why American Roads Cannot Equal the 
Speed of the British Lines. 


„While on a business trip to England, said 
James L. Clough of New York to a Post-Drs.- 
patch reporter at the Lindell Hotel, ‘‘I tray. 
oled on a number of their fast trains and 
talked with several railroad officials as to the 
reason for the higher rate ef speed attainabis 
in England than our railroads can show. 1 
made a careful study of the matter and think 
I now understand why it is that fifty-seven 
miles an hour is not uncommon across the 
water, while forty-five or fifty miles is here 
regarded as something phenomenal. Supe. 


riority of road-bed bas something to do with 
the matter, but not much, as several of our 


Eastern roads ar as well ballasted 
as any in the worid. Our engines 
are and indeed in some 

s superior to those used abroad, and, 


n in England, although composed of the 
same — + coaches a8 an Amer. 
jean lightning express, is not more than 
two-thirds, or, at the most, three-fourths us 
heavy. The coaches are not within three feet 
as wide, tue trucks not nearly so heavy, the 
depth of the cars is much less, and the En. 
glish springs do not weigh a third as muchas 
those of American cars. In this country the 
coaches are let down over the trucks, while in 
England the entire car is above the wheels, 
In way weight is decreased, and a higher 
rate of speed attainable, but at an ex- 
pense as regards comfort that no Ameri. 
can would be willing to submit to. In 
spite of almost perfect roadbeds, the lightly 
buiit and high hung English cars are abomina- 
bly rough, and a traveler on either the Flying 
Dutchman or Wild Irishman is shaken and 

in a way that would in this country be 
regarded as unbearable. A few miles an hour 


are med, but the passengers are uncom. 
fortable from the time they enter 4 
fast train until they leave it. An 


Englishman would be perfectly astonished 
to see our trains moving at forty miles an 
hour, while the wine-giasses in the dining 
ear stood full on the table without 1 4 
drop. An English road running at the same 
rate would break every piece of crockery in 
thecar. If we used the English coaches we 
would make as good time, but the traveling 
public would not tolerate any such arrange- 
ment.’ 


A PROTEST AGAINST VANDALISM. 


Alumni of Yale College Endeavoring to Save 
the Famous Fence. 


The proposition of the faculty of Tall Col- 
lege to erect a recitation building on the 
southeast corner of the campus has given rise 
to widespread opposition among the under- 
graduates and alumni throughout the coun- 
try. The cause of the dissatisfaction arises 
from the fact that the erection of the building 
at the point indicated would destroy the col- 


lege fence, which for more than one hundred 
years has been the favorite rallying place of 
the students and a time-honored landmark® 
A certain section of the fence has been by 
prescription reserved for each class,the fresh- 
men alone being excluded, and during favor- 
able weather the rails are lined every 
evening by the students, singing being 
the principal diversion, the different classes 
taking up the college songs and glees in turn, 
and vielng with each other in the excellence 
oftheir rendition. During the annual exam- 
inations the freshmen are conducted to the 
fence by the upper classmen, and allowed for 
the first time to occupy seats on the time- 
honored rails. No feature of the social life of 
Yale has been more popular and characteristic 
than those nichtly gatherings, and the pro- 

sition to destroy this landmark has called 

rth universa! protests. 

A mass-meeting of the undergraduates was 
held in New Haven on May 2 to request the 
Faculty to select some other site for the pro- 

sed structure, and refrain from destroying 
he beloved fence. Meetings of graduates 
have been held in New York, Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati and other cities with the same object 
in view, and circulars have been sent to all 
graduates requesting co-operation. The for- 
mer students in this city have universally ex- 
pressed their sympathy with those desiring 
to preserve the old fence, and have nearly 
without exception forwarded their protest 
against its destruction. The action of the 
Faculty will be watehed with great interest by 
Yale graduates in all parts of the country, and 
by none more than the St. Louis Alumni,
